ghting ensued and was carried’ on for 
three days, during which General Nonet 
was killed. The native troops joined the 
insurgents and the Spaniards who were 
left, about 500, surrendered.

The Spanish succeeded in disarming and 
imprisoning a portion of them, but they 
escaped when the insurgents captur’d Mara- 
bon.

SENSATIONAL CHARGES MADE 


It Is Alleged in Petition That They Each 
Have Hidden $75,000 


AED HOT COURT PETITION FILED 


Hearing for Permanent Receiver Takes 
Place Today and Some Lively 
Times Are Expected—No 
Fight Over Who Will 
Be Receiver. 


THE HEARING FOR A PERMANENT 
receiver in the Moody-Brewster case will 
take place before Judge Lumpkim this morn- 
ing. The case has been postponed for some 
time, but will be decided today. In all prob- 
ability Mr. Henry Wellhouse will be named 
by the court, although it is said that the 
Lowry Banking Company will attempt to 
have Mr. T. D. Meador made the perma. 
nent receiver. Others are suggested, but a 
conference of lawyers held yesterday de- 
cided on a course that will be pursued, 
and it is thought that there will be little 
or no friction at the hearing this morning 
between the atorneys. 

One of the most sensational bills that has 
been filed in the case has been prepared 
by the attorneys for the Berkeley Chemical 
Company, which, it is alleged, is a creditor 
of Moody & Brewster to the amount of 
$25,121.48, besides interest. The indebtedness, 
the petition says, arose from the sale by 
petitioner to Moody & Brewster of various 
fertilizers. The debt is secured by »romis- 
sory notes, 

lL oe petition is a lengthy one and goes into 
detail and tells the manner and methods 
by which Moody & Brewster concucted 
their business. It attacks the Fourth Na- 
tional bank and asks that it be made a 
party defendant to the original bill asking 


tate in their own names, which they have 
secretly and fraudulently conveyed away, 
but the instruments of conveyance have 
not yet been placed upon the,.records. : 

“That the said conveyance of said realty 
fs also a part and parcel of the aforesaid 
fraudulent schemes of the defendants, 
Moody & Brewatet 
“That, as petitioner is informed and be- 
lieves, the said defendants, Moody & 
Brewster, have divided the spoils of their 
fraud and have now hid and conceaied 
large sums of money, the amount thereot 
unknown to petitioner, but it charges that 
the same is not less than $75,000 apiece, 
which the said defendants and each of them 
are withholding wrongfully from the re- 
ceiver in this case, and which said money 
and the property or securities in which it 
has been invested arise from the goods, 
Wares and merchandise which the said 
Moody & Brewster have fraudulently se- 
cured from their present creditors, and 
which they haVe secured and by pledging 
the collaterals and giving the securities 
already shown herein and in the pleadings 
filed in this cage,’’ 

The petition states that al] parties holding 
collateral should be forced to give it to the 
receiver, and says “‘that the FourthNational 
bank, of Atlanta, should be required to 
prove the true amount owing it, and for 
which it holds the said collateral.’’ The 
petition goes into an explanation showing 
why the- Berkeley Chemical Company 
should have an equitable partition of the 
assets and showing the reason of a prior 
Claim on the assets. 


Bank Party Defendant. 


Tihe prayer attached to the bill is 
as sensational as the allegations 
body of the bill. 

Paragraph 2 of the prayer says: 

“That the Fourth National bank, 
lanta, be made a party defendant 
above entitled cause.”’ 

Paragraph 9 of the prayer asks the court 
to institute contempt proceedings against 
the defendants.

SECOND JUDGE IS SELECTED -TO PRESIDE 


First Fall Given Lewis on a Second 
Foul, but the Turk Gets the Next 
Two and a Decision. 


Chicago, June 2.—The Lewis-Yousouf 
wrestling match at Tattersall’s tonight was 
witnessed by 10,000 people. It was ‘for a 
purse of $2,500 and the championship of the 
world, best two in three, catch as catch 
can, no holds barred except throttling, two 
points down. Tim Hogan, of Chicago, was 
referee. 

When the men entered the ring at 9 
o’clock Yousouf at once assumed the ag- 
gressive, After a struggle of three min- 
utes, Lewis being on the pad, stomach 
down, the referee separated the men and 
gave the match to Lewis because Yousouf, 
as the referee said, was strangling him. 
There was much howling and yelling from 
the disappointed crowd. George Considine, 
the backer of Lewis, announced that he did 
not think the ‘hold was a strangle. Brady 
and all of Yousouf’s men, Lewis and his 
seconds and Promoter Considine alternated 
in trying to get a hearing. Lewis agreed 
to take the winner's end of the purse, 
$2,250, and continue the match with C. O. 
Duplessis as referee, but Referee Hogan 
refused to allow it, and was finally escort- 
ed from the ring by the police. During. all 
that time there was the wildest excité- 
ment. 

The men met on the mat again for the 
exhibition at 10 o’clock, and within four 
minutes Yousouf secured the same hold 
that brought forth the (first decision. 
Duplessis tapped him on the back, but he 
quit reluctantly. The fall was awarded to 
Lewis on the foul. 

At the end of fifteen minutes the match 
was resumed. Yousouf secured a strangle 
hold and Lewis gave up in 642 minutes. 
After another fifteen minutes the bout was 
continued. When Lewis had broken seév- 
eral locks and wriggled out from a spin on 
his head, the Turk again obtained a 
Strangle and Lewis gave up in 7 minutes 
10 seconds, Yousouf winning the match, 
clearly surpassing the Strangler at his own 
game.

The question of securing ‘horses is an 
important one, as the visitors will require 
more than 860 horses in the big parade,

to say nothing of the demand there will be 
for horses and teams by parties who will 
desire to take a drive over the city and 
visit the battle grounds. 

“We know there will be a demand for at 
least 400 saddle horses and saddles,’ said 
Colonel Waddell yesterday, ‘‘and this is 
putting the estimate at a low figure. Gener- 
al Gordon and General Evans will need 
about 100 each for their staffs and there are 
twelve divisions that will need from ten 
to fifteen and perhaps twenty horses each. 
For the sponsors and distinguished guests 
there will be at least thirty carriages 
needed and here is another lot of horses to 
be supplied. 

“I wish to say to all the veterans through 
The Constitution that there will be no ex- 
orbitant prices charged in Atlanta. The 
horses, bridles and saddles will not cost 
over $3, so I have been reliably informed 


, and everything will be in the same propor- 


tion. The veterans can come to the reunion, 
knowing that they can make the trip 
cheaply.”’ 

A letter was received yesterday from the 
louisiana division, saying that the Kim- 
ball would be headquarters for the vete- 
rans from that state and that many were 
coming. The veterans of Louisiana—the ti- 
gers of the civil war—are coming in great 
numbers and the state will have a mag- 
nificent delegation to represent her. 

Tomorrow the executive committee of the 
Reunion Association will neld its regular 
weekly session and there are several mat- 
ters of importance which are to be decided. 
The finance committee will report its work 
for the week and Chairman Mirphey will 
show that he has been especially active 
since the last meeting of his committee. 

Work is ‘progressing rapidly on the seats 
that are being made for the auditorium at 
Piedmont park and the building will be 
ready by the time the reunion date comes 
around, The mattresses which are being 
made for the accommodation of the in- 
digent veterans who are to be entertained 
by the association will be ready in ample 
time and they will be placed in the trans- 
portation building’ on the grounds. The 
mattresses, and there are 2,000 of them, are 
to be double and will easily and com- 

fortably accommodate 4,000 persons, if 
there are that many who will! not be able 
to pay their hotel bills in the city during 
the reunion.

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Dr. M. A. Thedford Put on Trial in 
United States Court Yesterday. 


‘HE REFUSED'TO OBEY MANDATE 


The Chattanooga Medicine Company 
Brought Charges Against Him. 


HE HAD A MANIA FOR MAKING PILLS 


Argued His Own Case and Was Con- 
victed—Sentenced te Jail and 
To Pay a Fine. 


States court yesterday in which M. 

A. Thedford was the defendant as well 
as lawyer. The case was brought against 
him by the Chattanooga Medicine Company 
for contempt of court. 

Dr. Thedford is known as the mixer 
and maker of various pills and tonics*that 
are said to cure all the ills of mankind. 
His medicines long ago became famous. 
They became so famous that some time 
ago he sold the right to manufacture them 
to the Chattanooga Medicine Company. 
He also sold the right to use his name 
and he was to retire from the business of 
mixing pills. This he did for a while, 
but he afterwards organized another com- 
pany, consisting principally of his wife 
and sOn, and again he put his pills on 
the market. The Chattanooga Medicine 
Company did not like to humor this course 
and the firm immediately applied for a per- 
manent injunction forbidding him to 
make or sell the medicines under the name 
of the new company. The injunction was 
granted and the medicine company thought 
that they had things all their Own way. 
But the case yesterday developed the fact 
that the doctor did not pay any attention 
to the injunction and that he had been 
selling his medicines again. The medi- 
cine company brought contempt proceed- 
ings against him and yesterday Judge 
Newman decided that he was in con- 
tempt and sentenced the doctor to thirty 
days in jail and to pay a fine of $250. 

In the hearing yesterday Dr. Thedford 
acted as his own counsel and the result 
of the trial proved that he was not as good 
a lawyer as a doctor. This medicine case 
has been in the United States court off 
and on for the past half dozen years, but 
the decision in the case yesterday will
